men, and it will be hard to beat all of them. 
I am going to need every 
vote 1 can get. 
I will appreciate each and every vote I do get. 
I am 
not saying I can attend to the Assessor’s duties any better than sonic 
of my opponents, but I will say this: If elected I will try and do every­ 
thing an Assessor should do. 
The Assessor is a public servant and 
has special duties to perform the same as any 
other officer, and 
I 
think he should do it. 
If elected I will give the office my personal at­ 
tention. I mean to see every taxpayer in the County and find out what 
he or she has, if anything, to pay taxes on, if I am fortunate enough 
to have the opportunity. 
Some people look on the Assessor’s job as a 
joke or an old man’s job or something of the kind. I think it is one of 
the most important offices in the County, if taken seriously and proper­ 
ly attended to, it is a man’s job. The Lord knows our taxes are 
too 
high. 
If there is any way or anything I can do to help the taxpayer 
get relief, I am ready to do it before we all go to the Poor House. 
I 
am just a poor taxpayer myself—that is, I am trying to pay and can’t. 
If given one opportunity to serve you as Tax Assessor, and if I do not 
do everything an assessor should do and all that I have promised to do, 
I want you to tell me so, and scratch my name off the ticket the next 
time I ask for any office.

Our 
representatives in Jefferson City will have to give us relief if we get 
any, so do not let anybody tell you the Tax Assessor can lower your 
taxes by just simply being “smart”. 
The only thing an “honest-to- 
goodness” tax assessor can do is to get in the harness and go see and 
assess every taxpayer a fair valuation on their property, and this 
I 
pledge my sacred honor to do, if given an opportunity by the people 
who go to the polls and vote on August 2nd. 
So think this over. Talk 
to your neighbor and if you can see your way clear, 
give 
me 
one 
chance at the Assessor’s office and I will assure you I will appreciate 
it enough to get in there and do everything an Assessor is supposed 
to do, and everything I can do in behalf of the interest of the taxpay­ 
ers of Mississippi County.

The average taxpayer and voter

It occurs to us that in these days 
of financial streee and unbalanced 
public budgets, it would be well 
for the taxpayers to 
give 
some 
concern to ways by which our elec­ 
tions can be made simpler and con­ 
sequently cheaper. 
While a con­ 
siderable amount of the 
money 
expended for an election goes 
to 
the printer, it is far from satis­ 
factory business, and the prices he 
may charge do not compensate for 
the stress and strain under which 
he works, the disorganization that 
results to his business for a month 
before and a month after an elec­ 
tion, and for the 
neglect 
with 
which he must treat his regular 
customers. We believe most print­ 
ers would like to see 
the 
whole 
election machinery simplified 
to 
the point where it would lighten 
his work and responsibility, 
and 
at the same time save the public 
treasury. 
We wonder if our readers would 
not 
be 
interested 
in 
knowing 
something of the task that 
con­ 
fronts the printer in preparation 
for the 
nrimary 
election 
next 
month. 
_ 
In the first place theie 
is 
the 
matter 
of sample 
ballots. 
The 
law requires that twenty days be­ 
fore the election there be printed , 
on colored paper enough sample | 
ballots to supply one to 
every■ 
candidate. 
The idea is to perm it. 
him to compare the spelling 
and i 
arrangement of his name, 
etc. So 
we have during the past week set 
the type and printed 
about 
150 
Democratic 
ballots, 
something 
more than 100 of the 
Republican 
and lesser amounts of

Certain type* of insects are no^ 
harming our 
potatoes, 
tomatoes 
and especially the clematis vines. 
Some of these bugs are long, blue 
color, often called the old Blister 
Beetle or 
Running 
Beetle. 
The 
second type is a black beetle, the 
same •-ize and general form, 
and 
the third type is the common old 
striped Blister Beetle, often refer­ 
red to as the old striped potato 
beetle. 
All three of these work in 
the same manner and when hun­ 
gry, will wmrk on almost anything. 
Some people drive these bugs with 
switches, etc., from their place oy­ 
er to a neighbor, aud the neigh­ 
bor drives them on to the next one. 
This gives relief only to a tem­ 
porary spot and permits them to 
increase in greater numbers. Any 
of these insects can be controlled 
by use of pure calcium 
arsenate 
through a liand-duster. 
Here 
at 
Benton several clematis vines and 
other vines dusted with this dust 
a t the beginning of the outbreak 
has almost freed the vines of these 
insects. 
As these pests are rath­ 
er destructive to some 
of 
our 
crops, they happen to be beneficial 
to oth?rs. 
For instance, they gen­ 
erally appear just about the time 
the grasshoppers have laid their 
eggs and they will get busy and 
eat every grasshopper 
they can 
find. 
This is one trait we

give them credit for.

The average taxpayer and voter 
has but little idea 
of 
the 
vast 
amount of preparation for an elec­ 
tion, else he would more fully un­ 
derstand why elections drain 
so 
heavily upon the public treasury. 
It occurs to us that in these days 
of financial streea and unbalanced 
public budgets, it would be well 
for the taxpayers to 
give 
some 
concern to ways by which our elec­ 
tions can be made simpler and con­ 
sequently cheaper. 
While a con­ 
siderable amount of the 
money 
expended for an election goes 
to 
the printer, it is far from satis­ 
factory business, and the prices he 
may charge do not compensate for 
the stress and strain under which 
he works, the disorganization that 
results to his business for a mouth 
before and a month after an elec­ 
tion, and for the 
neglect 
with 
which he must treat his regular 
customers. We believe most print­ 
ers would like to see 
the 
whole 
election machinery simplified 
to 
the point where it would lighten 
his work and responsibility, 
and 
a t the same time save the public 
treasury. 
Wre wonder if our readers would 
not 
be 
interested 
in 
knowing 
something of the task that 
con­ 
fronts the printer in preparation 
for the 
primary 
election 
next 
month. 
In the first place theie 
is 
the 
m atter 
of sample 
ballots. 
The 
law requires that twenty days b e­ 
fore the election there be printed 
on colored paper enough sample 
ballots to supply one to 
every 
candidate. 
The idea is to permit 
him to compare the spelling 
and 
arrangement of his name, 
etc. So 
we have during the past week set 
the type and printed 
about 
150 
Democratic 
ballots, 
something 
more than 100 of the 
Republican 
and lesser amounts of 
Socialist, 
Socialist-Labor 
and 
Prohibition. 
Now County Clerk Womack must 
mail a ballot to each of the State 
and County candidates. The print­ 
ing will cost the County 
a 
nice 
sum, the postage 
and 
envelopes 
will take some more money, 
and 
we are sure the benefits will 
not 
be worth it. 
Then, within a few days, we will 
start upon the 
regular 
ballots. 
Though there may be r.o Socialist, 
Socialist-Labor or Prohibition bal­ 
lots called for, the law requires 
that each of the twenty-two pre­ 
cincts be «upplied with them. Then 
again, while the Republicans 
are 
not likely to cast over 1,000 votes, 
and the Democrats will not 
ex­ 
ceed that number by many 
hun­ 
dred, the law 
requires 
that 
we 
print 
4000 Republican and 
4500 
Democratic 
ballots. 
A 
terrible 
waste, bui the law requires 
that 
it be done. There must also be a 
quantity of ballots prepared for 


those parties which are not likely 
to receive a single vote in Madi­ 
son County. 
But the number is not the most 
expensive feature of the 
ballots. 
The law requires that eaph candi­ 
date have his name alternated so 
that he will have a relative posi-. 
tion on the ballot equal to

of any other candidate, in

voting precinct. 
There 
are 
56 
Democratic candidates 
for 
Con-i 
gress. 
The statutes provide that 
each man have his name at 
the 
head of the ticket as frequently as 
any other man. 
That r.eans that 
the princer, in providing the bal­ 
lots for a precinct requiring 200 
ballots must put the type on the 
press, run substantially four bal­ 
lots, stop, shift the bottom name 
to the top, pi'int four more, repeat 
the process until the 
entire 
56 
names have been shifted. 
In the 
meantime, *he other candidates for 
State and County office must be 
shifted in the same manner. When 
it is remembered that there are 22 
precincts, it can be readily 
seen 
what a job the Democratic ballots 
ental. 
Then, after they are done, 
the Republican ballots are to 
be 
printed, making 30 press changes 
to take care of that number 
who 
are candidates for Congress. 
Another Item 
of worry to 
the 
printer and expense to the county 
is the absentee ballots. 
Whether 
or not they are ever called for, a 
supply of Democratic, Republican, 
Socialist, Socialii.t-I^abor and Pro­ 
hibition ballost must 
be supplied 
each one of the 22 precincts. Along 
with them must go a supply of af­ 
fidavit 
blanks, 
specially 
printed 
envelopes, etc. 
On top of all that must come the 
poll books, tally sheets, instruction 
cards, large envelopes for 
poll 
books, doth bags for sending out 
and returning the supplies, 
pen­ 
cils, sealing wax, cords for string­ 
ing ballots, and an endless list of 
other requirements. 
This is certain to be one of the 
most expensive primary elections 
ever held in Missouri, and at 
a 
time when the county treasuries 
are in the worst possible condition 
to stand the 
burden. 
And 
yet, 
there seems nothing that can

done about it, at least this year.— 
Fredericktown Democrat News.
